St. John, N.B, Aug. 7—During 
< past couple of weeks or since the 
vogation of ‘parliament, the political pot 
in the Maritime Provinces has begun to 
simmer, It is getting warmer every day 
and will be ready to break into boiling 
whenever the expected announcement of 
federal general elections is made. Legis 
lators and lobbyista returning from the 
capital have been urgently advising 
their constifuents to organize in an- 
ticipation of what they speak of as the 
inevitable contest. Already in numbers 
of counties Conventions have been called, 
and nomination® will be of almost daily 
ocenrrence doring the next couple of 
months. The papers representing both 
political parties are, with the utmost 
serionsnese, already publishing forecasts 
of the results in the different provinces 
Nova Scotia seems to be attracting some 
attention as the result of the Liberal 
eweep there in the last general election. 
Conservatives are now looking for nine 
seats out of the eighteen, and display 
confidence in the result, Liberals on the 
other hand are equally sure there will 
he absolutely no change, Independent 
guessers allow a gain of two or perhaps 
three to the Conservative party, In 
Prince Edward Island the feeling seems 
to be that the parties will split evenly, 
two against two, instead of three Con 
servatives to one Liberal as in the pres. 
ent standing. Prince county is expected 
to return a Liberal member in place of 
Lefurgey. As to New Brunswick the im. 
pression seems to have gone abroad that 
the wave which carried Hon. J. D. ta 
zen to vietory im the provincial contest 
will return an increased number of Con 
nervatives in the federal elections, Aaa 
matter of fact this need not necessarily 
eceur, but the influence of the provin- 
cial govemnment may be of some effect 
in the campaign.

Fernie, August 6.—The record 9 
Fernie during the past ten years is ¢ 
sad commentary on the rutblessnes- 
of fate. The town came into exis‘ 
«nce in 1898 by the laying of the stee 
for the Crow’s Nest railway. It at 
onee became a coal mining centri 
with a-cuphonious name and a beaut: 
ful situation among the Rockies. Fron 
the beginning it Was an industriou 
town and gave great promise. Mis 
fortune was its lot. On May 2 
1902, a great explosion occurred | 
the mines and 140 people were kiliec 
The mines were shut down for thre. 
weeks and a six weeks’ strike {[ 
lowed. — A strike of six months’ durn 
tion began in February, 1903. 01 
April 29, 1904, the town was wiped ou 
by fire. In the spring of 1905 th 
tipple at the mines was burned, am 
in August of the same year anothe. 
fire consumed what was left standin; 
from the previous year. Later th 
Coal Creek and Elk River Lumbc 
Company were burned out, and it 
November, 1906, there was the usus 
strike, followed by another in Nov 
ember of 1907. On August Ist Feriii 
was wiped off the map by one of th 
most disastrous fires in Canadiar 
history. 

The Fire Zone. 

Swift as was the extermination» 
Fernie, the news of the appalling di- 
aster spread almost as quickly 
People miles away from the scene wit 
ed to friends closer at hand beseacl: 
ing them to learn if their relative 
and friends were safe. “Any further 
néws from Fernie” was the constam 
enquiry at telegraph offices all over 
the country, and the name of the tpw 
was on every lip. Excitement ray 
highest in the towns within a hua 
dred mile radius of Fernie. The os 
gular trains carried more than thet 
usual load of passengers and special 
were frequently made up.’ The Spo 
kane flyer, from the east, carried your 
correspondent towards the city of de 
struction on Monday night. At Mac 
leod the air was smoky and oppres- 
sively hot, and the situation beconte 
worse, as the train advanced, Ther 
was an unusual stir among the pax 
sengers. Although the hour wa i 
night very few doaed. The windows 
were up and furtive glances were 
thrown to the hill sides. Very few 
conversed ; the suspense was too great 
The car was filled with smoke. When 
the Crow's Nest was reached there was 
evidence that the fire zone was entey- 
ed, although this was thirty-five miles 
from Fernie. For mile after mik 
there was a magnificient display «f 
natural fireworks. At times the fire 
ran up a tree like a rocket in the air, 
at times a shower of sparks were

Immense Areas of Timber Destroydd. 
! The fire had passed over the hill- 
sides, destroying thousands and thou 
sands of feet of excellent timber, and 
‘the reflection of the flames showed 
that-it was raging beyond.
